Council  through  the  agency  of  Brierley  Hill  Area  Health 
Committee  (i.e»  Health  Visiting,  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young 
Children,  Vaccination  and  Immunisation,  etc«) 

Hospitals  serving  the  population  are  Corbett  Hospital 
Stourbridge,  VEordsley  Hospital,  Dudley  Guest  Hospital, 

Hayley  Green  Isolation  Hospital,  Moxley  Isolation  Hospital, 
Prestwood  Sanatorium  and  Himley  Sanatoriumo 

Reports  on  the  Factory  Act  and  on  progress  in 
Housing  may  be  found  later  on  in  the  report, 

WATER  SUPPLY,  etc. 

This  is  provided  and  controlled  by  the  North  West 
Worcestershire  Water  Board.  There  are  three  Pumping 
Stations  and  two  of  them  are  sited  in  Amblecote; 

Coalbournbrook  Pumping  Station  and  Mill  Meadow  Pumping 
Station. 

Chlorination  apparatus  is  available  at  all  the 
stations  operated  by  the  Board  and  a continous  dose  of  0.2  p.p. 
million  is  applied  to  the  water  at  source. 

The  Tmter  is  tbsted  chemically  and  bacteriologically 
by  the  North  West  Worcestershire  Water  Board.  I am  indebted 
to  Mr,  J,  Septimus  Brown,  the  Engineer  to  the  Water  Board 
for  confirmation  that  the  results  were  satisfactory  in  1964* 

All  the  bacteriological  samples  taken  of  water  in  1964 
fell  into  Class  I of  the  Ministry  of  Health  definition.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  annual  report  for  the 
year  1964  as  follows  s- 

SilNITARY  ACCOMMODATION 

nil  houses  are  provided  ?/ith  v/ater  closets  although 
some  still  share  one  w.c,  to  two  houses. 

REMOVAL  OP  HOUSEHOID  REFUSE 
All  houses  are  provided  with  suitable  port^ible 
receptacles  for  the  household  ashes  and  refuse.  It  has 
not  been  found  necessary  to  put  into  operation  a scheme 
for  the  provision  of  Dust  Bins  by  the  Council.  Notices 
requiring  the  replacement  of  worn  out  receptacles  h.;.ve 
been  complied  v^^ith  and  no  proceedings  have  been  necessarj^. 
Refuse  removal  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour,  a weekly 
collection  has  been  maintained.  Disposal  is  by  controlled 
tipping.  The  Council’s  tip  is  at  Bagleys  Road  where  land 
is  being  reclaimed  for  Public  Open  Sxjace.  A Karrier 
Bantam  Refuse  Lorry  is  used  and  has  proved  both  economical 
and  satisfactory. 

Pi-iPER  S AIVaGE 

It  has  been  found  impossible  to  sell  waste  peeper 
and  all  the  paper  collected  has  been  disposed  of  on 
the  Council’s  tip. 
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HOUSING 

During  the  year  eight  new  dwellings  were  built,  all 
by  private  enterprise. 

HOUSING  ACT  1957 
DEMOLITION  ORDERS 

No  Demolition  Orders  were  made  during  the  year  as 
the  housing  programme  was  delayed.  During  the  year 
the  following  sub-standard  properties  were  demolished 
by  the  owners  to  make  way  for  new  development  without 
the  Council  taking  any  action;-  81,  82  and  82a  High 
Street,  72,  73  and  74  Brettell  Lane,  67?  70  and  71 
Vicarage  Road. 

My  Council  are  developing  10  acres  of  land  for 
housing  purposes  in  order  to  rehouse  all  persons  in  unfit 
houses  within  the  Urban  District. 

There  are  still  some  144  sub-standard  properties 
which  may  be  subject  to  action  under  the  Housing  Act  v\/ithin 
the  next  five  years. 

HOUSE  PURCHASE  & HOUSING  ACT  1959 
DISCRETIONARY  GRANTS  & STAND/iRD  GRANTS 

3 applications  were  made  for  Standard  Grants  and 
1 application  for  a Discretionary  Grant.  A total  of 
£613  was  paid  in  respect  thereof.  This  is  a 27%  decrease 
on  the  amount  paid  in  grants  the  previous  year.  No 
repair  Notices  under  the  Housing  Acts  have  been  issued. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT  1936 

37  Informal  and  Statutory  Notices  within  the 
provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  were  served 
in  respect  of  miscellaneous  defects  at  30  houses.  No 
proceedings  at  the  Magistrates  Court  vvere  necessary. 
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RENT  ACT  1957 

No  certificates  of  disrepair  were  issued. 

Overcrowding  There  is  no  known  over crovif ding  within  the 
Urban  District.  The  average  number  of  persons  per  house 
is  3.0. 

NOMADIC  C/lRAV,...N  D’^/ELLERS 

During  the  year  we  were  free  from  visits  of  nomadic 
caravan  dwellers. 

VERMINOUS  PERSONS  AND  PREMISES 

No  premises  had  been  found  to  be  infested  and  no 
complaint  of  infestation  had  been  received.

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES  ACT  1958 

There  are  three  retail  Butchers.  They  obtain  their 
meat  as  follows o-  (l)  from  Dudley  (Dudley  Co-operative 
Society);  (2)  from  Wolverhampton  Abattoir;  (3)  from 
Kidderminster.  In  each  instance  there  is  100%  inspection 
by  qualified  Inspectors.  There  have  been  no  seizures 
or  surrender  of  unsound  meat.  Very  few  pigs  are  fed 
by  ordinary  householders.  No  notices  to  slaughter 
swine,  etc.  on  private  premises  were  received  in  1963. 

Slaughter  of  Animeils  Act,  1933.  Two  persons  only 
are  licensed  to  slaughter  or  stun  animals  in  a 
Slaughterhouse.  There  is  no  Knacker  Yard  in  j^our  District. 
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FOOD  HYGIENE 

All  the  food  shops  and  canteens  had  "been  inspected 
regularly  and  it  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  take 
any  legal  Proceedings. 

Pood  is  sold  by  retail  in  the  follov?ing  shops 
Business  premises  only  - Grocers  5 1 Butchers  1;  Green- 
grocer 1.  Combined  shops  and  dwelling  houses  - Grocers 
and  General  9;  Butchers  2;  Greengrocers  3;  Sweets s 
Tobacco  etc.  3;  Pried  Fish  2;  Caf6  1. 

Eleven  factories  hcve  Canteens  for  their  employees. 

One  ”Model”  Bakery  (Factory)  is  in  operation  from 
which  Epead  is  distributed  over  a wide  area. 

No  Ice  Cream  is  manufactured  in  your  area,  20 
premises  are  registered  for  the  storage  and  sale  thereof. 
They  are  each  fitted  with  a suitable  "Conservator''. 

The  premises  comprise  17  Shops,  1 Caf6,  1 Sports  Pe.vilion 
and  1 Public  House. 

One  market,  a private  one,  oper£.tes  for  the  sale  end 
distribution  of  agricultural  produce.  It  is  also  used 
as  an  Egg  Packing  Station.  There  is  no  public  market 
nor  Sire  there  any  stalls  for  street  trading. 

PREVENTION  OP  Di'liAGE  BY  PESTS 

The  following  premises  had  been  trea.ted  for 
infestations  of  Rats  and  Mice^-  Factories  9?  Business 
premises  3?  Hospitals  1,  Dwelling  Houses  15.  The  Factories 
are,  by  arrangement,  treated  quarterly.  The  work  is 
performed  by  an  "Operator  ‘ employed  by  Brierley  Hill 
Urban  District  Council.  The  assistance  in  this  direction 
of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  at  Brierley  Hill, 
is  appreciated,  A charge  to  cover  the  cost  of  treatment 
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is  made  in  respect  of  premises  other  than  dwelling 
houses.  The  Sewers  have  been  treated.  The  only 
infestations  found  were  in  nev\r  lengths  of  sewers, 
infestation  apparently  occurring  during  the  construction 
of  new  sewers  and  drains. 

SMOKE  MD  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 
The  year  has  seen  a further  improvement  in  this 
field  and  all  heating  boilers  have  either  automatic 
stokers,  are  oil  fired  or  burn  coke. 

Grit  and  Dust  from  Furnaces  Suitable  grit  arrestors 
are  nov/  fitted  to  all  cupolas  within  the  area.  There  has 
been  close  co-operation  between  the  Alkali  Inspector  and 
myself  in  respect  of  factories  at  which  we  have  joint 
responsibilities.  This  co-operation  has  been  greatly 
appreciated. 

There  is  still  a lot  of  planning  required  to  be  done 
where  residential  areas  abut  directly  on  to  factories. 

It  is  inevitable  that  some  nuisance  from  grit  and  fumes 
ViTill  occur  occasionally.  The  onl^  long  term  solution 
is  for  residential  areas  to  be  isolated  from  heavy 
industrial  areas  by  a suitable  Buffer  zone. 

Smoke  Control  Areas  Pour  areas  are  in  course  of  preparation 
for  submission  as  Smoke  Control  ./-reas, 

PET  ANIMALS  ACT  1951 
No  premises  are  licenced, 

OFFICES , SHOPS  MD  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT  1963 
I|.0  premises  were  registered  during  the  year.  They 
vi/ere  as  follows:-  Offices  l6 ; Retail  Shops  12,  'Wholesale 
Shops  and  V'Varehouscs  2;  Catering  Shops  open  to  the  public  10, 
No  accidents  were  reported  during  the  yetir. 
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20  premises  are  licensed  to  store  petroleum  spirit 
in  the  area,  the  total  amount  licensed  being  20sl35 
gallons.  Licence  fees  amounted  to  £15.  5s.  Od. 

1 licence  covering  the  storage  of  22k  lbs  C-.xlcium 
Carbide  vms  issuedj  the  fee  amounted  to  5s.  Od. 

In  conclusion  I Vi/ould  like  to  thank  my  colleagues 
and  staff  for  the  assistance  rendered  to  me.
